According to the 2000 to 2013 occupational health tracking
data, Maryland’s occupational pneumoconiosis lung disease
rates (Indicator #9) are higher than the national level

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Asbestosis Hospitalization Rate per
Million Residents — Indicator 9.3
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The 2010 U.S. worker hospitalization rates were

42 pneumoconiosis cases and 33 asbestosis
cases per million residents

The 2010 Maryland worker hospitalization rates

~ were 221 pneumoconiosis cases and 206
ashestosis cases per million residents
